On Tuesday a farmer named Merrill 


and his 10-year-old niece w ere sl.iin in 
the road six miles west of Ash Springs. 
The girl had been outraged and the 
body was fearfully mutilated. 


The scenes arc on the borders of the 


reservation and many miles distant 
from telegraphic communication, so 
that complete particulars are not ob- 
tainable 
There were six Indians in 


the party, two mounted und four on 
foot, but it would be an easy matter to 
bteal horses for the entire party 


A party of miners from Duncan, Ai i- 


70T1H, left in advance of the soldiers, 
heavily armed and well mounted, and 
at last accounts were following the In- 
dians within two hours. 


These crimes do not indicate an out- 


break or serious trouble, being the 
work of a few murderous bucks, whose 
action is condemned by the reservation 
Indians, who are contented. 


All remaining cavalry at Fort Bay- 


ard were ordered out yesterday to 
make a forced inarch into Arizona for 
the purpose of co-operating with troops, 
already out. including those from Fort 
Grant, to assist in the capture of the 
band of renegade Indians.

rant ordering the execution of Harry 
T. Hayward between the hours of mid- 
night and daylight of Wednesday, De- 
cember 11. The hanging will end the 
greatest tragedy in Minnesota's his- 
tory. 


On the night of December It. 1894, 


Uaus A. Ulixt killed Catherine Gmg, a 
pretty dressmaker of Minneapolis, on 
Excelsior road, a few miles from the 
city. A day or two later it developed 
that lilixt had killed the girl for '5J.OOO 
promised him by Hayward. who de- 
sired to secure 810.000 insurance on 
Miss Gmg's life, which had been as- 
signed to him. Six days after the aw- 
ful tragedy Hlixt wade a full confes- 
sion implicating Hayward. A dry Hay- 
ward, Harry's brother, confessed that 
Harry had tried to hire him to kill the 
girl. 


The trial began January 15 and 


lasted until March 11, when Hayward 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree.

Lately Dr. E. J. Brown has demon- 


strated that by the antitoxin treatment, 
or injection of serum, diphtheria can be 
cured. A child of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Gasaway, residing near Oakley, was the 
subject. Two children in tbe family 
had died of the disease1 before Dr. Brown 
was called in to treat the third child. 
It was a malignant type of diphtheria 
and the new treatment was used and 
continued until now the child is re- 
ported as convalescent. The injections 
of the serum was in one of the thighs. 


Speaking of this new treatment for 


diphtheria a writer in the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat of Sunday makes this 
summary of results:

GERMAN PYTHIANS.

The eity of South lioiid, Ore., pre- 


sent" a novelty in American politics, and 
frovernment in that no city office there 
will have any salary attached to it dur- 
ing the corning year, or practically 
none, and also that there are more place 
hunters than there are places. The city 
is in debt for improvements that have 
been made, and a week afro the council 
t-Oted to reduce the salaries of all city 
ifiicers to one dollar a year and devote 
the proceeds of the tax le\ y to paying oft 
the debt.

THE LATTEB HUSTLED OFF TO PEISOH. 


Extraordinary Efforts Made to Induce Said 


Pasha to Leave the British Em- 


bassy and Return to the 


Giand VUiership Fail. 


, Dec. ».—A dispatch from 


Constantinople dated December «, says 
tkat on Friday, during the Kelamlik, 
when the sultan goes to the mosque to 
perform his devotions, an incident oc- 
curred that caused a great commotion. 
AM the sultan was leaving the mosque 
s nan in Turkish dress, holding a pe- 
tHien in one of his hands, pushed 
through the cordon of military guard- 
ing the route and threw himself in 
Croat of the imperial carriage. He was 
immediately arrested and hustled off 
to prison 
The affair created much excitement, 


owing to the general feeling of anxiety. 
The sultan was completely unnerved, 
and hi* face was deathly pale. There 
is n» doubt that he thought an attempt 
•was about to be made on his liTe. The 
contents of the petition are unknown. 


The dispatch adds that all the repre- 


sentatives of the Powers have now re- 
ceived instructions from their govern- 
ments to insist upon the admission of 
the second guard ship to Constantino- 
pie. Action on the matter is therefore 
imminent. 


Said Pasha, the e\-grand vizier, still 


remains .at the British embassy, where 
be sought refuge, believing his life was 
in danger 
lie is obdurate to all the 


sultan s appeals to leave the embassy. 
The sultan sent one of the palace 
•heikhs to the embassy to persuade 
Maid Pasha to leave, but the sheikh 
failed af> completely as had previou 
messenger* from the palace. 


After the hheikh had left, admission 


•was refused to all other messengers of 
the sultan. His majesty thereupon re- 
quested the diplomats of the other 
powers to make representation to Salt 
Pasha, but they will make no attempt 
to bring pressure to bear upon him 
They will leave him entire liberty 
of action in the negotiations between 
himself and the palace. The resolu 
taon adopted by the diplomats at their 
meeting Thursday, which was later 
handed to Said Pasha by Baron Von 
Calice, the Austrian ambassador, was 
to this effect.

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Pastor John D. Jordan had his first 


anniversary at the First Baptist church 
Sunday.

He said he had married only 
nine couples, but he observed in his con- 
gregation excellent material for abun 
dant prosperity along the matrimonial 
ine.

Eunerals during the year, seven of which 
were members of the church and among 
tier best members. He had made 2,000 
visits during the year, not all that he 
wanted to make and needed to be made 
but all that he had time to make.

Many have been the attempts to dis- 
lodge the "Sick Man of Turkey." 
But 


the situation has never been more crit- 
ical than now. Tbe greatest naval dis- 
play ever witnessed in the world's his- 
tory may now be seen on the waters off 
the entrance to the Dardanelles. I want 
to see the Tu'k go down as a political 
power in Eu rope. First it is the represent 
ative of a false relieriou. Mohammedanism 
puts the Alcoran above the Bible and 
Mahomet above Christ. 
Propagates 


tself by the sword. Consecrates polyg- 
amy, slavery and tyranny. It has some 
ixcellent features but in the main is op- 
posed to all true progress. The court at 
Constantinople is immoral and tyranni- 
cal. Abdul Hamid, the present Sultan, 
s the thirty-fifth in the line of sultans. 
He is 53 years old. His salary 
100,000 a year but he ie always borrow- 
ng money. A large part of his income 
oes for purchasing Circassian beauties, 
notwithstanding he already has 1,000 
wives. He lives in fear of assassination, 
:our hundred and eighteen plots of the 
lind having been oliscovered. His food 
comes sealed from the kitchen. 
He 


never sleeps twice in the same room in 
succession. It requires 7,000 troops to 
guard the way when he goes to church, 
He has his brother and his own son in 
prison, fearing they will take the throne 
He has no regard for the truth, and is a 
sensualist. The government is inhuman 
towards tho Christians. The Armenians 
number one hundred and thirty millions 
and these are the people who have in 
the last few weeks suffered one of the 
most appalling and brutal massacres of 
history. 
Men women 
and children 


butchered to the number of fifty thous 
and. Ten hundred thousand homeless. 
A tract larger than the state of Illinois 
pillaged. And this not in war but cold 
blood. Down with such a government 
He holds possession of the Holy Land 
Tho attempt to wrest the tomb of Christ 
from Mohammedan rule gave rise to the 
Knight Templais. And it ie now the 
same old battle between tho Cross anc 
the Crescent. May the cross win anc 
the land of the Christ be free. 
Of 


course the Turk cannot be overthrown 
merely because of these things so far as 
International law is concerned. 
Bu 


there is no hope of any lasting reform 
and the very effort to secure certain re 
lief means the downfall of Turkey in 
Europe. Three great powers are mos 
directly interested, Rusbia Austria anc 
England, but the two most interested 
are Russia and England and with them 
it is a matter of dollars and cents.

would be no trouble for them to break 
Turkey in pieces, but the serious question 
ia whogetsthe pieces? Constantinople ie 
the prize both want. 
England will no 


lot Russia have it for that means th 
danger of her possession in India. Ant 
Russia will not let England have i 
without a struggle. 
England wants t 


keep the Turk in power rather than lo 
Russia into Constantinople. So thus 
we have a serious and complicated ques 
tion. 
All the powers must act togethe 


or war is inevitable, and the greates 
war of history 
In the meantime whil 


these great nations are balancing their 


interest the work of butchery goes on. 
There may be a compromise patched up, 
but the days of this horrible nightmare 
of government are neatly numbered. 
May the end come speedily. And we 
hope peaceably.
